In the Festival work for school 
Bands and Orchestras, Mansfield has had her influence felt through 
one state chairman, one district chairman; and over one-eighth of 
the supervisors sending performers to these activities have been 
Mansfield graduates. We have strong teachers in the large cities 
of the state as well as in the consolidated rural areas showing that 
our people are prepared for general music education. Some of our 
alumni perform with professional organizations existing in the 
communities where they work. Others do concert work. 

Now for some of the fundamental procedures that makes these 
things possible. Students graduated from the Music department 
at Mansfield are properly prepared in their music. They are 
schooled in certain administrative aspects that enable them to 
organize, regulate, finance, and successfully carry on varied music 
activities within the school after enlisting the support of the com- 
munity or consulting their wishes. They are prepared to be just 
as active in community music needs as in school music needs. They 
know commodity prices of music, instruments, and music supplies 
so to present intelligently their department needs to school officials. 
They have to possess these practical qualities to make progress. 

To you active people in the field we congratulate you and are 
proud of you. We are glad to have had the opportunity to be of 
service. To you on our campus we hope we may be of even greater 
service, and that you will emulate those about you when you get 
into the field. To our many friends who look to our school for 
music teachers, we tell you we firmly believe in our people and 
their sincerity of purpose as evidenced by their diligent prepara- 
tion. We feel that we can serve your interests better than ever 
before because of better trained music people each year.

Music Supervision has come to mean so much that it is difficult 
sometimes to know just how many activities the term really im- 
plies. 

A few years ago it meant a good solid foundation in grade song 
singing and sight reading with glee club in the High School. Today 
it means an enlargement of activities to such an extent that the 
supervisor of a few years ago would be staggered at what is now 
taken for granted. 

The background is now as it always has been, the education of 
the child vocally, for until he learns to hear his own voice and that 
of his school mates there is no real progress musically. After all, 
the vocal apparatus of the child is his own instrument, one he need 
not pay for. God has given him a means of expressing a need of 
his being. A wise supervisor will see that this need is fully sup- 
plied through the medium of material which is both interesting and 
instructive. 

However, this foundation is now being enlarged with rhythm 
bands, piano classes, instrumental instruction, and music appre- 
ciation. These are integrated with class room work in such a way 
that both music and other subjects are intensified. 

We now have almost universally the Junior High School. What 
a field is here! Good concertized singing for assemblies; boys, girls, 
mixed, and unison glee clubs. The study of music history and 
great compositions through fine recordings. Instrumental instruc- 
tion is given a large place, for here is a time in the lives of boys and 
girls when thev like to use their hands and the playing of an in- 
strument satisfies this need to a large extent. The instrumental 
instruction naturally leads to the formation of bands and orches- 
tras and here as in the glee club work is a chance for social contacts 
which the adolescent enjoys. 

If all this work has been followed through consistently the 
fruition should come in the High School. Here glee clubs, bands, 
orchestras, voice classes, and assembly singing should be of a high 
and artistic calibre. The opportunity is almost unlimited. 

It is not possible for one supervisor to do all the work outlined. 
The essentials must be taken care of first. In a small town the 
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vocal work in the grades, assembly music, glee clubs, orchestra or 
band, or both, are outstanding activities and may be worked into 
the supervisor's schedule without difficulty. 

In the larger communities there should be both a vocal and an 
instrumental supervisor. The children and young people then have 
an enlarged musical horizon and the school will grow musically by 
leaps and bounds. 

The opportunities presented to the live supervisor are a real 
challenge. The line of least resistance is an unknown quantity to 
a live young man or woman who has a love for children coupled 
with a love for music. 

It is said that America is the most musical nation on earth 
today. The supervisor of music must see that it becomes the most 
musically cultured. 
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Junior High School and High School 
Music

In order to follow more closely the new course of study, the 
music in the Mansfield Junior High School has been re-organized. 
Each grade has two periods a week. The grades are divided into 
two or three groups depending upon their ability. The upper group 
is expected to prepare more songs for public functions. This plan 
has proved very successful in many ways. Integration with other 
school subjects is made possible. For example, the eighth grade 
studied music from the periods corresponding to their lessons in 
American History. The assembly programs have profited by this 
arrangement. Then with the smaller groups more individual at- 
tention is given to each pupil. 

The third period of the week is given over to the special 
activities when all grades are free for music. The orchestra meets 
at this period and all who are eligible are encouraged to participate 
in this organization. There is a boys' and girls' glee club which is 
selective. The other pupils are given music to suit their needs. This 
kind of a music program gives music to every child but yet it cares 
for the child who has musical ability and wants a chance to de- 
velop it. 

Last year the music in the Mansfield Senior High School was 
re-organized. This was the first time that music was offered for 
credit. The offerings were choral work, voice class, orchestra, and 
instrumental lessons. Many individual lessons were given but this 
year, due to the shortage of student teachers, most of the work is 
given in classes and small groups. This has proven that much can 
be accomplished by class work. The choral singing has been much 
improved by the vocal classes. Besides, many of the students are 
able to sing solos in a very pleasing manner and enjoy doing it. 

Over thirty students are taking piano. Each student must play 
in a recital once a semester. These students have an opportunity to 
appear in public and also to learn the fundamentals of musicianship 
which is not only useful but also a joy. Many of the high school 
students have expressed much appreciation over this music course 
in the Senior High School.

THE SYMPHONIC BAND 



Instrumental Music

School instrumental music is developing so fast that each of 
us must be quite alert to keep abreast of all the rich material com- 
ing from the pens of the composers and advertised by the publish- 
ers. Music written especially for a particular type of ensemble, 
chamber music, band, and orchestra is easily obtainable. There 
are many fine transcriptions that have stood the test of time. 
Today more than ever before the tide is swinging over to these 
particular types, especially in the Band field. In mapping a pro- 
gram for the year's instrumental music there is probably no better 
guide than the State and National Selective list. 

On the Permanent Selective list for Band compiled just 
recently, at least nine of the twenty-seven were scored originally 
for Band. In the Orchestra field the older classics still lead the 
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way. Beethoven's Symphonies and Overtures are most prominent. 
The wealth of new material abounds in the chamber music. This 
was not the case only a short time ago. As the small groups began 
to develop in the schools, instructors began to write and arrange 
material to suit their needs. The best of this has been put into the 
hands of publishers and accounts for the present prolific field. 

Another advantage of using these lists as a guide is that record- 
ings of most of these numbers are now on the market. In preparing 
instrumental numbers one should listen to a performance or record- 
ing of it, whether it be band, orchestra or chamber music. Of 
course when this is not possible, but a recording by some other 
ensemble is available, one can get proper ideas of tempos, nuances, 
and dynamics, within the limitations of that medium. Full scores 
are available for nearly all these numbers and in cases where they 
are not, condensed scores are published. It is a distinct advantage, 
in studying these numbers, to follow the recording with a score and 
pencil. 

If you are one of the progressive Music Supervisors you are 
following the Contest and Festival movements. These offer the best 
criteria as to value of material and what the school instrumentalist 
can do with them. Attendance at these meetings, whether as par- 
ticipants or as spectators, provides both inspirational and educa- 
tional advantages which may be obtained in no other way. 

First of all the Supervisor should be interested in the pupils 
performing good music. The required material on the State and 
National list is good because it has been selected by prominent 
men in the field. One may read their discussions of the various 
numbers in the current music magazines. This fine choice of music 
and its practical use in our schools of today combined with a live 
music teacher can only result in finer and better music in the future.
